'Y — Soil tilling, 
rather than removal, will be 
tested here to see if it can be 
applied to the lead cleanup in 
the 55-block area surrounding 
the Taracorp lead pile at 15th 
and State streets. 

Ata City Council meeting 
Tuesday night, aldermen autho- 
rized the study by a consortiu: 
that is deemed by the U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency to 
be responsible for the lead con- 
tamination problem. 

The U.S, EPA, after consider- 
ing seven proposals, in Decem- 
ber 1989 recommended remedial 
action including removal of the 
top six inches of soil in the area. 
The earth removed would be 
placed on the existing Taracorp 
pile, which then would be per 
manently capped. 

But the companies alleged to 
be responsible for the cleanup, 
including National Lead Indus- 
tries Inc., Johnson Controls In 
Exide, Allied ' 
Telephone & Telegraph and Gen: 
eral. Motors, have all declined to 
carry out the EPA order.

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The U.S. EPA has thus far 
refused to consider a pilot pro- 
ject of tilling, and the companies 
feel the EPA is taking a position

The advantages of the alterna- 
tive procedure include reduced 
cost and time as well as 
increased safety, Kamilow said. 

The roto-tilling method over 
the entire 55-block area would 
take approximately a year, 
Smith said, as opposed to ‘three 
to four y for soil removal.

Am I blue? ‘ 

You don't have to be blue to 
enjoy blues music, local experts 
say. The art form, which fea- 
tures personal stories, peaked 
during the 1950s and has- waned 
since. 

But now it is: making a tre- 
mendous comeback — especially 
in the St. Louis area- 

Blues music, whether it be sad 
blues, happy blues or the juke, is 
an excellent way to tell life’s lit- 
tle stories.- The “music ~provides ~ 
something everybody can relate 
to. z 

“I got interested in blues when 
I was six or seven and my aunt 
was a blues lady. I played all 
her old 78s of Little Walter,” 
said Gabriel, KDHX:FM-88 blues 
dise jockey. 

Gabriel, an East St. Louis resi- 
dent, rang up the majority of his 
blues jockeying time at KATZ. 

“Some-people think -I only ike 
blues because I’m fat and>over 
40, but I used to spend my allow- 
ance as a teen-ager on it,” he 
said. 7 

Chuck Havens, an employee of 
Vintage Vinyl in Granite City, 
says he has seen an increase in 
inferest in blues music locally. 

“I don’t think a lot of people 
around here have been exposed 
to the blues,” he said. *‘But it is 
becoming more popular.”’ 

Blues, which was created from 
gospel mus 
ery, has changed faces dramati- 
cally over the years. Gabriel is 
not in the minority among 
blacks who listen to and regular- 
ly appreciate blues music 

Gabriel's audience at KDHX is 
mostly white. And they. seem: to 
be young people over 30, not old- 
er people who grew up with the 


ctically every place until 
the late 60s.was a blues place,” 
he said. *‘After the 60s, when 
Chuck Berry went to Chicago 
and cut ‘Maybelline,’ young kids 
started to take over the music. 

If it wasn’t for whites, the 
blues would have died, been cre- 
mated and buried,’’ Gabriel 
said, “White people are keeping 
the blues alive and I don’t know 
why.’"

_ We were faced with a difficult choice: Do we endorse an 
incumbent whose track record has been less than stellar or 
do we endorse a challenger who thrives on pointing out 
problems of the current street administration, but appears to 
be just as unlikely to be able to correct these same problems?

Many people are not aware that momentary 
bad decisions can result in legal problems 
that often last a lifetime. It has been the ex- 
perience of this office that frequently in 
dividuals make a spur of the moment ir. 
responsible decision, and they they wind-up 
with a criminal record. 

In one recent case, an 18 year old high 
school senior decided with a friend that. they 
would rob a convenience store. The boy in 
question drove the getaway car while his 
friend went-into the store. The police ap- 
prehended them, and now the 18 year old.has 
a felony conviction on his record which will 
haunt him.the rest of his adult life. This boy 
had no previous criminal involvement, but he 
will pay a heavy price for one bad decision. 

In another case, a young man was at a par. 
ty with a friend, and the friend asked him to 
take some marijuana to his house. The young 
man was getting ready to leave the party and 
he didn’t think it was a good idea to transport 
the cannabis in his vehicle, but he decided to 
do this as a gesture of friendship. On the way 
to the friend’s house, the police stoped him

ing in the front seat. He too now has a 
criminal record because of a momentary 
lapse of judgment = 

Some of the cases are even more bizarre. In 
one recent incident, a young man at a party 
had too much to drink. He got-into an argu- 
ment with his intoxicated girlfriend, and the 
argument became more heated as the even- 
ing wore on. Eventually he locked her in a sh- 
ed behind the house and would not let her out. 
Once-she-obtained-her freedom, she called 
the police, and he was charged with assault 
and battery. In this case, the man will have to 
pay attorney’s fees and a fine for what he 
thought was momentary fun 

And, of course, everyone is aware of situa- 
tions where a person became intoxicated and 
decided to drive home even though he knew 
better. In many cases like this, the person 
winds up charged with driving under the in- 
fluence with a resulting loss of driving 
privileges. 

So what is the lesson to be learned from 
these cases? Think before you act. The 
momentary bad judgment may result in legal
